Chestertown, 
Ind., March I 
The 
gloom of death still 
hung over this 
Hoosier village today. 
Next door to the 
furniture store 
which became a morgue when the 
New York Central engine plowed into 
the wooden coaches of the Michigan 
Central “Canadian" at Porter S u n ­ 
day night, nuns were saying prayers 
for the dead. 
A continual stream of people from 
the surrounding country flooded into 
the village. 
Some cam e to see the 
wreck 
while others sought missing 
relatives. 
The 
motor 
hearse 
has 
ceased to make trips to Porter as the 
bodies are believed to have all been 
found. 
It was busy 
today 
taking 
identified bodies to the railroad sta ­ 
tion. 
At Porter a larger crowd bad g a th ­ 
ered early to see the work of u n ­ 
earthing the New York Central en ­ 
gine. 
It is unlikely that any addi­ 
tional bodies will he found limier the 
wreckage. 
The crowd stood back aud watched 
in awe, not caring for any memento 
that would recall to them the horror 
of the wreck. 
All of the bodies hut five had been 
Identified. 
It is likely that the identi­ 
ty of three of them will never he 
known. 
They are 
crushed 
beyond 
recognition and repose In the base­ 
ment of the improvised morgue. 
Prelim inary investigation into the 
New York Central, according to an 
announcem ent made today, places the 
blame for the disaster on Engineer 
Long and Firem an Block of the Mich­ 
igan Central.

The suprem e 
court 
lias declared 
unconstitutional 
sections of tile Lever law* on which 
the government has based Its profiteer­ 
ing prosecutions during its campaign 
against the high cost of living. 
The decision effectually puts a stop 
to flirt lier profiteering prosecutions 
under the law. 
In taking this action the court su s­ 
tained decrees of lower courts which 
hail sustained a dem urrer to tile In­ 
dictment of a grocery concern. 
Tile 
specific charge was thai the defendant 
charged $10.70 for 550 pounds of sug­ 
ar, or at (lie rate of more than 20 
elite a pound. 
The conviction of the firm of Woe*!*, 
Inc., of Binghamton, N Y., also was 
set aatde. 
Chief Justice Whit# auld 
the statute was “as blond us human 
Imagination.” 
The decision was unanimous. J u s ­ 
tices Brand*-!* unit Pitney concurred 
in Gie opinion, hut 
dissented from 
'the 
reasoning 
by 
which 
it

reached.” 
The court sustained lower courts 
in granting to 13 retail m erchants of 
Denver an injunction rest raining fed­ 
eral authorities from enforcing pro­ 
visions of the Lever act.
